To item V : 

1 . The invention relates to a window sealing and guiding channel for a window 
opening having a sharp corner, for sealing and guiding a window glass having a 
sharp corner. Such a channel is of the type referred to in the precharacterising 
portion of claims 1 and 9 and disclosed in GB-A-2 311 799: It includes a channel 
base and a first and second integral channel side walls provided with a respective 
distal lip. In a portion including the sharped corner of the window opening, the first 
and second distal lips are separated from their respective side walls, an insert 
being secured between the separated lips of the first and second side wall and the 
remainder of the respective side walls over the said region, such that the first 
separated lip is smoothly bridging across the sharp corner and the second 
separated lip forms a mitre joint matching the sharp angle. 

2. A problem arises because the first separated lip is given a smooth radius of 
curvature whereas the second separated lip is given a sharped radius of curvature 
such that a portion is not hidden from view from the outside of the window. 

3. This problem is solved by having the sealing and guiding channel further 
comprising a third wall with a third distal lip separated from the third wall and the 
insert secured between the third separated lip and the remainder of the third side 
wall over the said region, the third separated lip following a smooth curve between 
the smooth curve of the first separated lip and the sharped curve of the second 
separated lip. 

4. As there is no suggestion to a skilled person among the other cited prior art 
documents to provide the sealing and guiding channel disclosed in 

GB-A-2 311 799 with such a third wall referred to in claims 1 and 9, the subject- 
matters of claims 1 and 9 seems to be novel and inventive under the terms of 
article 33(1) to (3) PCT. 

5. Further developments in line with the invention are referred to in the dependent 
claims 1 to 8 and claims 10 to 14 and thus also comply with article 33 (1) and 
(3) PCT. 
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
